The former total bud­ 
get figure was $2,759,408.

Robert I. Plomert, representative 
6 the Torrance Industries Tax 
Committee, recommended that an 
excess -sum made available due 
to an increase in a state board 
rule this week be 'used to . lower 
taxes rather" than be added to the 
u/idistributed reserve fund.

The Board turned down the re­ 
commendation. They stated that

0 and the undistributed reserve 

totals $21,282, the latter being less 
than 1% of the total budget."

Plomert commended the board 
for the wisdom and ability it has 
shown in its handling of the school 
affairs during the past and as­ 
sured them of industry's support 
in any justified school expansion 
program.
